Vast changes are occurring in American business. 
To see how these trends affect the job picture, TOWN 
JOURNAL interviewed experts of the U.S. Department of 
Labor and checked their answers with private business

Manufacturing. Chemicals, petroleum Gp ducts, 


household appliances, electronic devices, electrical ma- 
chinery and light metal products have best job pros- 
pects. (These are pretty much the same industries that 
create the present big demand for engineers.) Textiles, 
tobacco manufacturing, railroads, and mining are likely 
to provide fewer jobs. 


Autos and steel. By 1975 there will be many more 
autos than now-—probably 50% more. But they will be 
produced by about the same number of men. We'll need 
much more steel, but it will be produced by fewer men. 


Automatic machinery will take over. 


Agriculture. Jobs declining. But there are still 


many opportunities for bright, ambitious young men, 


Factory work in general. Automation will eliminate 
many unskilled jobs. The easier the job is to learn, the 


more likely it is to be replaced by a machine. 


Trades and professions. Retail and wholesale trade 
will keep on growing. Garages, service stations, road- 
side eating places and motels will grow along with the 
number of autos. Air transportation is still expanding. 
We'll need many more teachers—a half million more in 
the next 10 years. And more doctors, dentists, nurses, 
laboratory technicians. 

Jobs in hotels, telegraphy, and movie theaters will 
decline. Laundry employment has been curtailed by 
home washers. The law is crowded. There'll be fewer 


opportunities for reporters and radio-TV announcers. 


Office work. Machines will take over much of the 
billing and bookkeeping in big offices, mostly. Growing 
need for well-trained office workers in small and me- 


dium-size establishments. 


Aren't there openings in crowded vocations? Yes, 
and this is often overlooked. It takes 18,000 top men a 


year just to replace officials of manufacturing concerns 
who die or retire.
